OBAMA STRESSES URGENT NEED TO PASS 
GIANT STIMULUS PACKAGE-OR ELSE

President-elect Obama urged Congress on 
Thursday to work with him “day and night, 
on weekends if necessary"’ to approve the larg- 
est taxpayer-funded stimulus ever, warning in 
almost apocalyptic terms that a dire economic 
future was certain without it, 

Obama’s speech, an extraordinary move for 
a president-in-waiting that reflected the grim 
urgency of the times, came amid a flurry of 
new activity in the negotiations on Capitol Hill 
over the massive proposal’s details. And not 
long after Obama spoke, some senators from 
his own party criticized his plan to include big 
tax cuts. 

Emerging from a private meeting of the 
Senate Finance Committee, several Democrats 
expressed deep skepticism that the kind of 
business and individual tax cuts Obama has 
been discussing would do much to create jobs 
or increase consumer spending. 

Making a case for action, Obama warned in his speech 
that “a bad situation could become dramatically worse” if 
Washington doesn’t go far enough. He talked of the possi- 
bility of double-digit unemployment and $i trillion in lost 


economic activity, stark predictions that recalled 
the days of the Great Depression in the 1930s, 
But, he said, “We are still the nation that has 
overcome great fears and improbable odds. If 
we act with the urgency and seriousness that 
this moment requires, I know that we can do 
it again,” 

Since his November election, Obama has 
deferred to President Bush on foreign policy 
matters such as the Middle East, But, with 
the economic situation worsening, Obama has 
waded in deeply on that front, an issue certain 
to define and dominate his early presidency 
It was the fourth day in a row that he had 
made a pitch for a huge infusion of taxpayer 
dollars to revive the sinking economy he will 
inherit from Bush, 

Obama shed no new light on the details of 
his plan that could cost as much as $775 billion 
over two years. And, he said little about the 
unprecedented red ink and rising debt 
confronting the government, even after spending ^ 
days reassuring the public and Congress that he is ^ 

committed to tackling long-term deficits once 
the economy rebounds.

Jonny Vasquez has boldly gone where few 
men have gone since the '70s, 

Vasquez, 25, of Wicker Park has, on and off 
over the past three years, proudly rocked a 
mustache— no beard, no goatee, just a seri- 
ous, Tom Selleck-style 'stache, 

“Sleazy and cheesy, all the way,” Vasquez 
said at a bar on a recent night, his light-brown 
whiskers in a wispy, growing-out phase. 

No, Vasquez is not a police officer or a fire- 
man or a disco-era porn star— or worse, 
“People always ask me if Pm a pedophile,” 


Vasquez said with a laugh. 

The restaurant and bar manager is just end- 
lessly amused by the fur above his lip, and the 
reactions of horror and glee it elicits from 
others, 

“Most men say it's awesome and buy me 
shots,” Vasquez said. 

And the women? 

“They say I should shave,” 

Sorry, gals, but the mustached male is 
enjoying a bit of a renaissance, mustache 
enthusiasts say, thanks largely to high-pow- 
ered celebrities and politicians who are rais- 
ing the profile of the oft-maligned 'stache. 


“It has certainly been a fantastic year for 
mustached Americans in that we've seen 
a popular resurgence of the lip sweater as a 
fashion statement,” said Aaron Perlut, chair- 
man of the American Mustache Institute, a 
mustache-appreciation organization based in 
St, Louis, home of the nation's largest mus- 
tache (a,k,a, the Gateway Arch), 

Wkshington has several newly powerful 
mustaches, including those on Rep, Henry 
Waxman, new chairman of the powerful 
Energy and Commerce Committee, and Eric 
Holder, nominated for attorney general under 
Barack Obama— who might not even be the 
next president were it not for political strate- 
gist David Axelrod and his bushy 'stache. 

In Hollywood, Brad Pitt has thrown his 
pretty-boy weight behind the revival, don- 
ning a mustache on the cover of January's 
Rolling Stone and telling “Extra” it's his goal 
to restore respect for the style, 

“We've always said that the key to bring- 
ing the mustache back would be celebrity 
support,” Perlut said, Erom Pitt to Robert 
Downey Jr, to Orlando Bloom to Jason 
Giambi, the ^nkees first baseman whose 
game improved dramatically last year when 
he grew out his mustache, the 'stache had a 
stellar 2008, he said. 

Apart from hipsters and their ironic mus- 
taches and many uncles, for whom mustaches 
are as natural as wearing underwear, the typi- 
cal American male has shied away from what's 
gained a reputation as a sure sign of skeevi- 
ness. 

So when Joe Baker, 28, committed to grow- 
ing a mustache for the charity fundraiser 
Mustaches for Kids, he was surprised to find 
himself growing quite fond of it, 

“It's like a pet,” said Baker of Humboldt 
Park, who conditions his mustache, trims 
the edges every couple of days, and has even 
purchased product to style his luxurious lip 
mane.

“With a mustache, I coHd do anything: I 
could work construction, I could try out to 
become a Chicago cop,” Baker said, “It makes 
me feel a little more manly, a little more con- 
fident,” 

Baker, by the way, does public health 
research. 

Baker's girlfriend, Gayatri Naidu, isn't tak- 
ing his threats of a year-round mustache seri- 
ously. 

Like many women, Naidu, 24, does not 
like Baker's 'stache, which she says “makes 
him look like a cross between Ron Burgandy 
a porn star and my dad,” And it has proven a 
“physical hazard” for Naidu, who says she has 
“microscopic abrasions” all over her face, 

“I don't exactly ‘put up with it' so much as 
retaliate by biting and scratching him,” said 
Naidu, who lives in Old Town, “I follow the 
‘eye for an eye' philosophy” 

Plenty of men, too, would rather leave the 
mustache dead and buried alongside butter- 
fly collars and male perms, “It looks good on 
some dads, but I don't think it looks good on 
anyone in their 20s,'' said Ryan Indovina, a 
manager at Schoolyard Tavern in Lakeview

Mustaches have claimed November with 
“Movember,” a global fundraising movement 
begun in Australia that calls on men to grow 
a “mo” (Australian slang for “mustache”) for 
the month to raise money for men’s health 
issues. There’s Bearduary in January and 
International Mustache Month in February 

Jason Polevoi, a recent Columbia College 
graduate who is making a documentary 
about his recent experience participating 
in Mustaches for Kids, thinks the appeal of 
mustache-based charities lies in their asser- 
tion of manliness. 

“I think men tend to think of charity work 
as something feminine, and growing facial 
hair is a very masculine way to get around 
that,” said Polevoi, 22, who lives in Lakeview 

But Polevoi doesn’t think mustaches will 
ever come back seriously Polevoi, whose 
charity mustache was all the more humbling 
because it grew out as almost invisibly blond 
whiskers, said he felt firsthand the stigma of 
the ’stache. 

“I thought people, especially women, were 
avoiding sitting next to me on the train,” 
Polevoi said. 

The American Mustache Institute is 
dedicated to fighting such “discrimination 
against mustached Americans,” who are 
often unfairly stereotyped as “rednecks or not 
well educated,” Perlut said. Perlut traces the 
mustache’s fall from grace to the departure 
of Walter Cronkite from TV in 1981, before 
which time the lip mane was considered a 
distinguished grooming choice. 

Mustaches ought to be celebrated as a form 
of self-expression— like tattoos, but not per- 
manent, Perlut said. His favorite mustache 
style is currently the horseshoe, which looks 
like an upside-down “u” connecting one side 
of his jaw with the other. 

“To me that says, ‘I’m about to run you over 
with my Harley’ “ Perlut said. “I don’t have a 
Harley, so my mustache compensates.”

SPRINGFIELD The Illinois House should 
impeach Gov. Blagojevich for abusing his 
power, mismanaging Illinois government and 
committing possible criminal acts, a special 
committee concluded Thursday 

The House could vote Friday to make 
Blagojevich the first governor impeached in 
the long, sordid history of Illinois politics. 
Impeachment in the House would trigger a 
Senate trial to decide whether the second- 
term Democrat should be removed from 
office. 

The 2i-member committee voted unani- 
mously to recommend impeachment. Many 
called it “a sad day” for Illinois, but Rep. Bill 
Black disagreed. 

“I think this is a good, glad, happy day for 
Illinois because it points out that nobody is 
above the law,” the Danville Republican said. 

Blagojevich has denied any wrongdoing. 
Spokesman Lucio Guerrero didn’t immedi- 
ately comment on the committee’s action but 
said there was no chance the governor would 
resign before the full House vote expected 
Friday 

“The citizens of this state must have confi- 
dence that their governor will faithfully serve 
the people and put their interests before his 
own,” the committee’s report said. “It is with 
profound regret that the committee finds 
that our current governor has not done so.” 

Blagojevich was arrested Dec. 9 on federal 
charges that include allegations he schemed 
to profit from his power to name President- 
elect Obama’s replacement in the Senate. 

The committee finished its work as chanc- 
es grew dimmer that lawmakers will get tran- 
scripts of the FBI’s secret recordings of pri- 
vate Blagojevich conversations that allegedly 
include scheming to trade government action 


Burris: Nothing improper 

U.S. Senate appointee Roland Burris testified 
Thursday that he didn’t strike any agreement 
with Gov. Blagojevich to win the position, and 
said he’s never been involved in an improper 
deal in his two decades in government. 

His testimony under oath was one of the 
key requirements Senate Democrats, who 
initially balked at any choice by the scandal- 
clouded Blagojevich, set out for Burris as a 
condition to accept his appointment.

PHILADELPHIA Like a patient 
hitter working a walk, Donovan 
McNabb took question after 
question about his now infa- 
mous benching in a Nov 23 
game against the Ravens and 
sidestepped each one. 

Until he swung for the fenc- 
es— and connected for a verbal 
home run. 

McNabb was about to get up 
from his seat behind the micro- 
phone Wednesday and was 
wrapping up a question about 
the Giants’ last-season defen- 
sive struggles when he tossed a 
zinging kicker to his belief the 
Giants don’t have a personnel 
problem but went through a 
normal slump. 

“None of them got benched,” he said, erupting into 
a huge grin that quickly turned into hearty laughter as 
he left an auditorium at the Eagles’ practice facility 

The parting shot was in contrast to his earlier 
assertion that the benching did not spur him 
to late-season success. 

“I think it is completely coinci- 
dental,” he said. “I don’t think that 
played a factor into the way I’m play- 
ing now.” 

However, it is quite obvious that 
as the Eagles prepare to visit Giants 
Stadium for Sunday’s divisional play- 
off game, they do so with a renewed 
and rejuvenated McNabb. 

No matter how much the veteran quar- 
terback swears coach Andy Reid’s shocking deci- 
sion to bench him at halftime of that Week 12 loss to 
the Ravens has not spawned the rebirth, the results 
insist otherwise. 

The Eagles are 5-1 since, and McNabb, who had 
10 interceptions against 14 touchdowns prior to the 


benching, has two picks against 10 TDs since. The 
Eagles are one of the hottest teams alive in the play- 
offs, coming off a regular-season thrashing of Dallas 
and an opening playoff victory in Minnesota. 

“You definitely could see a different Donovan,” 
rookie receiver DeSean Jackson said. “He’s out 
there having fun. When he got benched, he was 
in a situation where he knew he couldn’t come out 
and not have his best games. We all have so much 
confidence in him.” 

The bigger question is how much confidence the 
Eagles’ organization has in McNabb as their quar- 
terback of the future. 

Next season is scheduled to be the final of 
McNabb’s current contract, and given his history 
of love-hate relationship with the fans as well as 
lingering frostiness over the way Reid handled the 
benching (as in, not even telling McNabb himself), 
it remains to be seen if this postseason will be 
McNabb’s Philadelphia farewell. 

Bears fans will no doubt be watching closely to 
see if hometown boy McNabb becomes available. 

Even if there remains some future fallout from the 
decision, Reid is certainly reaping the benefit now. 
Reid’s own job was threatened when the Eagles fell 
to 5-5-1 after that loss to Baltimore. 

But together with McNabb, the Eagles are trying 
to duplicate the Super Bowl road the Giants paved 
last season. 

“Y)u’re talking about one of the all-time greats 
who ever put on an Eagles uniform,” Reid said of his 
QB. “It’s all about him. Sometimes you just need to 
take a little step back to take a big step forward. I’m 
grateful for him.” 

Once McNabb got his starting job back in Week 
13 against Arizona and threw four touchdowns in a 
48-20 win, the momentum continued to build. 

“When you go through tough times, you have to go 
in the locker room and show that none of that affects 
you,” McNabb said. 

“ Ydu do what you do to change that. Guys see that 
confidence. 

“Winning cures everything.”

Gators national champs 


MIAMI Tim Tebow gave Florida the jolt it need- 
ed, and the Gators toughed out a second BCS 
title in three years. 

Their 24-14 win over No. 2 Oklahoma in a 
choppy, sloppy affair Thursday night made 
them a national champion. But it did little to 
quiet fans of Southern California, Utah and 
Texas, all of whom already claimed the top 
spot. 

The high-scoring shootout between 
Heisman Trophy winners never materialized. 
Oklahoma’s Sam Bradford couldn’t score from 
in close and Tebow threw two interceptions, as 
many as he had all season. 

Earlier Thursday, Texas congressman Joe 
Barton proposed legislation to replace the BCS 
with a playoff system, a change even President- 
elect Obama said he wants. 

Several schools— including Barton’s home- 
state Texas Longhorns (12-1)— believe they are 



the rightful champions. Fifth-ranked Southern 
California (12-1) and undefeated Utah (13-0) 
also have argued they’re the best. 

The BCS has also been scrutinized on another 
front. On Tuesday, Utah Atty. Gen. Mark 
Shurtleff announced he was investigating the 
BCS for a possible violation of federal antitrust 
laws. He argued the BCS unfairly puts schools 
such as Utah, a member of a conference without 
an automatic bid to the big-money bowls, at a 
competitive and financial disadvantage. 

“Go ask the players how they want it settled,” 
former Miami quarterback Gino Torretta 
said.

It’s the first real week after the holidays, and 
you’re pretty much broke. But you want to 
have fun. Every week, this town has free 
shows, events that probably make you suspi- 
cious because they’re free. 

But between curators that 
cull through thousands of 
bands and acts looking for the 
best, to bands that evince an 
amazing quality of musician- 
ship and art galleries that offer 
a museum-quality experience, 
you can spend hours whiling away your week- 
end— and not pay a cent. 

Not that free means cheap ... or bad. 

For the past seven years. The Hoyle Brothers 
have been playing a honky-tonk set at the 
Empty Bottle. It’s country music any way you 
like it— butter smooth or gritty— as long as 
you want it beautifully played. 

“I think the free thing probably came from 
the idea that it’s hard enough to get people to 
even cross the street to hear live music,” says 
Lance Helgeson, drummer for The Hoyle 
Brothers. “So our thinking is that it gives them 


an incentive to come out.” 

They work for tips, when they pass a tip jar 
around, and a piece of the bar if more than 50 
people come out. There are evenings when 
they clear about $10 per member (of a quintet) 
after they pay the sound man 
his $50. So the Hoyles aren’t 
living the rock-star life. 

But man, are they good. 

“I think we hear more often 
than not the comment ‘Hey 
this is free? I can’t believe this 
is free,’ ” Helgeson said. “That 
impression is going to be a lasting one, and 
they’re going to come back.” 

This is all part of the band’s goal of staying 
together, playing out and making great music. 
Sure, they’d love to be touring on jets, making 
$80,000 per man and living the life. But some- 
times, as the title of a ditty done by the Flat Duo 
Jets suggests, “Dreams Don’t Cost AThing.” 

“We’re living the dream in our own way,” 
Helgeson said. 

Like the Empty Bottle, the Chicago 
Cultural Center could have lots of bands play- 
ing there for free. Culling from the thousands 


of solicitations to find not only the best, but 
the best bands that fit the venue’s mission, is 
hard work. Brian Keigher, along with Mike 
Orlove, does the curatorial work to make it 
all go. The Cultural Center has hosted shows 
ranging from a European free jazz colossus to 
an Indian classical music performer. All have 
been brilliant, and all have been free. 

“We pride ourselves on paying the artists 
and nurturing these musicians,” Keigher said. 
“We just really feel like we’re giving back to 
Chicago.” 

As the Hoyles have found, audiences ebb 
and flow, with no seeming correlation to these 
funky times. People strapped for cash aren’t 
seeking out free stuff in droves ... yet. But it’s 
all about audience building, as Keigher was 
quick to remind. 

“I would hope that people already know 
about the caliber of our talent, rather than 
‘We’re going to these shows because they’re 
free,’ ” Keigher said. “It’s a fine line between 
our desire to draw an audience, but hoping 
that people will have the interest in a series. 

“But at least they came to experiment and 
hear some music.”

Hudson: No, they don’t. They just don’t talk 
about their feelings.
